19. for ſaying, He would prove that the Fleſh and Blood 
poken of, John 6. are not a {firitual, inviſible Subſtance, 
retorting thus, * Then what muſt we infer from this

i:id. © When the Capernaanites underſtogd it of viſible 
* Fleſh and Blood, he told them, He that eaterh my Fleſh 
* and drinketh my Blood, dwelleth in me, and 1 in him, to 
* fgnifie that it was an inward and inviſible Eating, of 
* an inward invi6ble Subſtance, whereof he did ſpeak : 
For proof of which he then quoted Fobn 61,62, 63. at 
large, AgainP. 21, he faith, * Chris giving his Fleſh

* his viſible Fleſh upon the Croſs, for he giveth his Fleſh 
* tocat, and his Blood to drink, whereas many that

have read our Books and his, and there leave it. As to 
the reſt I ſay, our Principle concerning Infallibility,

Oae inſtance of his taunting at 
us, 1 ſhall give out of his Antichrifts and Sadducees, P.31- 
whereupon G,W. his giving relation of a Matter of 
FaRt, tranſated (as himſelf confeſſeth) about twelve 
Years ago, and uſing the words [if I miſtake not} he 
floutingly reflets, ſaying, 1s th like infallible George 
Whitchead ? Did G.W. then pretend to an infallible 
Memory ? If not, Can he pretend ſtill to believe, that 
the Spirit and infallible Guidance thereof is a ſtanding 
Goſpel-Privilege, and yet will he make a Feaſt to them 
that are otherwiſe minded, and whoſe contrary Prin- 
ciples he hath ſo ſeverely cenſured, of the Doftrine 
himſelf maintains, like thoſe Vain People that make a 
Mock of the Spirit's moving? O Shameleſs Man! But 
what yet adds to his Ephah, and augmeuts his Evil,
